The  Northwest  State  College 
Bearcats  ended  their  23-game 
1960-61  basketball  season  with 
a  69-81  loss  to  the  Kirksville 
Bulldogs,  posting  a  15-8  year, 
the  best  in  12. 

The  loss  also  gave  the  Bear¬ 
cats  a  5-5  standing  in  MIAA 
play  and  they  are  one  of  four 
tied  for  second  place  in  final 
standings.
